Welcome to the stereogram pit of 3D 
despair! Some of the two-dimensional 
surface images in this blood-curdling 
book may even look pretty, but all of 
them mask your worst three- 
dimensional nightmares. Horrors to 
thrill and terrorize. 

Most of you will know how to 
penetrate to the hidden image floating 
in 3D beneath the pattern on the page, 
but for the newcomers here are some 
quick tips to get to stereogram horror: In 
a quiet, well-lit place, sit and hold up 
the page level with and quite close to 
your eyes. Now focus as if you are 
looking at something much further away 
than the book you are holding. Relax 
and take in the out-of-focus pattern 
before you. Slowly move the page away 
from you, holding your distant focus, 
and soon the blurred pattern turns into 
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multi-layered shapes which form the 
hidden image. 

Once you have caught a part of it, 
concentrate and let your eyes roam over 
the whole 3D object to view the detail. 
Gently altering the left-to-right angle of 
the book adds to the reality of the solid 
image. 

As with all things practice makes 
perfect, and having successfully found 
and shuddered over a few hidden 
images you'll discover you can, with a 
little effort, see them even at a distance, 
in a crowded bookstore or through a 
window - or, perhaps, even under your 
bed. So shut the closet door and prepare 
to shiver. Here’s what's in store on the 
following pages...
